New York, June 30.—The rub- 
ber industry in Japan has grown 
in a remarkable way during the 
last thirteen years. In 1913 there 
were only six rubber manufac- 
turing plants in the country, but, 
according to the Canadian trade 
commissioner, who has recently 
made a survey of the industry. 
the number had increased to 180 
by the end of 1925, says the Rub- 


ber Age. 
The trade commissioner states 
that during 1925 the total con- 


sumption of rubber goods in Japan 
was valued at about 35,000,000 yen 
and of this amount between 8,600,- 
000 and 8,700,000 yen represent 
purchases of automobile 
while 3,500,000 ven represent 
ports from the United States and 
France. The balance made up 
of goods of Japanese manufacture 
consumed. 

The principal manufacturing 
centers for rubber goods with val- 
ues of output are as follows: Hyo- 
go prefecture, 15,000,000 yen: 
Toklo prefecture, 12,000,000 yen, 
and Osaka prefecture, 
yen; but Hiroshima, 
Okayma and Kyoto 
manufacture to a certain extent. 

According to a leading authority 
in the rubber industry, the de- 
mand in Japan for rubber goods is 
steadily increasing, but competi- 
tion is keen and dealers are quot- 
ing very close prices as a result of 
which business is being conducted 
on a narrow margin of profit, but 
on account of the increasing de- 
mand there is a large turnover. 

The firm of Dunlop Rubber 
Company (Far East), Ltd., with a 
plant in Kobe, is the most promi- 
nent of the domestic manufac- 
turers,
